POINCARE'S POLICY. 

Poincare’s policy may be ju 
from the following Views of the

“During the last year we gained a 
whole series of victories.

TARIFF DUTY URGED. 

A tariff duty on farm products at 
the earliest possible date, increased 
credits and early adoption of legisia- 
tion now pending tn Congress pro- 
viding for the appointment of a com- 
mission to supervise the live-stock 
aay, were urged as necessary 
steps the early rehabilation of 
the cattle growing industry by John 
B. Kendrick of Sheridan, Wyo., pres.

“The history of our live-stock In- 
dustry the past year is unpleasant 
even to recall, much less to relate,” 
deciared Kendrick.

Kendrick sketched the troubles of 
the United States, beginning with 
drouth conditions tn the Southwest 
for two or three years, an increase 
in meat imports in 1920, a decrease 
in meat experts in the same period 
and “the absence of markets for , weel 
at any price.”

An experiment called the Norfolk 
idea, conducted by the Internation- 
al Order of Machinists, is being 
much discugsed, and, it is said, is 
about to be repeated on the Pacific 
Coast. In brief, the Norfolk idea 
is the use of capital assets and 
eredit of organized Jabor in the 
ht to force employers to meet 
demands. 

As explained by E. C. Davison, 
secretary of the machinists, there 
was a strike in the Crescent Iron 
Works at Norfolk, Va., in 1920. The 
labor union strategy was simple. The

IS ORDERED. 


Tenants Will Pay No More to 
Profiteers, They Say. 


Will Arrest "Em Under City’s 
Brand-New Ordinance. 


Hotel Men Welcome Chance 
to Knock Out the Law. 


The passage of the rent-regulat- 
ing ordinance by the City Council 
yesterday was followed by the an- 
nouncement by Ed Roberts of the 
Tenants’ Protective Association that 
the executive committee has ordered 
all the 12,900 members of the organ- 
‘zation notified not to pay their rent 
“pain if it is ip excess of the amount 
fixed in the ordinance. This is in 
view of the fact that the ordinance 
Becomes effective in thirty days. 
Further, according to Mr. Koberts, 
the association will ask the City 
Prosecutor for warrants for the ar- 
rest of every “rent profiteer’ in the 
city as soon as the new ordinance 
g0es into effect. 

On the other hand the 1000 mem- 
bers of the Apartment-house Asso- 
ciation state, through their attor- 
neys, Lyons and Sadicoff, that they 
welcome the ordinance because it 
will save the taxpayers the $50,000 
which a special election on the sub- 
ject would cost and because it wil! 
give them a chance to knock the 
law out on grounds of unconstitu- 
tionality that much eartier. 

The ordinance, whose adovtion by 
the Council and immediate signing 
by the Mayor was followed by the 
declaration by the iandJords ‘that 
they, too, will immediately test the 
legality of the ordinance in the 
courts, provides that landlords shall 
not charge rents which will return to 
them a profit in excess of 11 per 
eent of' the value of their realty in- 
vestment, and in excess of 16 per 
cent of their investment in furnich- 
ing. 

Immediately after the City Coun- 
cil had by unanimous votes adopted 
the ordinance, Harry G. Sadicoff. 
counsel for the  Apartment-house 
Association of Los Angeles county. 
stated that the organization believes 
that the Councilmen adopted the 
most practicable method of iesting 
the constitutionality. of the  ordi- 
nance, rather than to have decline? 
to pass the ordinance and to have 
put the city to an expense of $50.- 
000 for initiatice election. 

City At ev Jess E. Stephens will 
represeht the city in defending the 
ordinance at the court action te he 
brought by the landlords and is ex- 
pected to be assisted. by Walter 
iould Lincoln. counre!l for the Ten- 
ents’ Protective Association, which 
has fought for the past two yearr 
under ‘the leadershi» of President 
Walter C. Steele. Ed Roberts and 
others, for the adoption of the meas- 
ure which was enacted yesterday. 

LAW'S UNCONSTITUTIONAL? 


late yesterday Afternoon direc- 
tors of the Apartment-house Asso- 
clation mailed a statement to each 
of the 1000 members quoting the 
opinion of the asscctation’s attor- 
neys, against the constitutionality 
ef the ordinance, and also quoting 
City Attorney Stephens and former 
City Attornex Burnell, to the effect 
that it is doubtful] that the new rent 
law will be sustained by the courts. 

“The ordinance will not go into 
effect for thirty days and we feel 
eonddent that within forty-eight 
hours thereafter the law will be de- 
clared unconstitutional,” says the 
‘etter. 

C. R. Desmond and O. H. Mueller. 
directors of the association, gave 
out a statement saying that they 
feared building of apartments and 
flats will be abruptly checked here 
if the question of the constitution- 
ality of the ordinance is not im- 
mediately put to a tert In the courts. 

They declared that rentals based 
upon a 12 per cent gross return up- 
on apartment-house bulldings 1s s0 
low that investors will purchase 
bonds or mortgages rather thu? 
bulld if the law ig upheld. A gross 
return af at least 15 per cent on the 
value of building and ground is 
necessary, they say, to make the 
ownership or operation of an apart- 
ment-house profitabie. 

CALLED TOO LOW. 

The new ordinance fixes a maxt- 
raum of 16 per cent as the gross 
return which landlords may exact 
cn furnishings, and thie figure, too, 
was called too low by Mr. Desmond 
end Mr. Mueller, who pointed out 
that the Federal government in Ifr- 
come tax estimates permits a 20 per 
cent annual reduction on inventory 
value of carpets. a 33 1-3 per cent 
ennual reduction on the inventory 
value of linens and draperies and 
en annual reduction of 10 per cent 
cn the vajuation of furriture. 

The a®sociation strongly disap- 
yroves of rent profiteers, the direc. 
tors said, and will not only expe! 
members found guilty of gouginy 
tenants, but will and already bas as- 
sisted at prosecutions of members 
or former members. 


MORE COMPLAINTS 
_ OF CAR TURN.-BACKS. 


Street car patrons continue 
to send protests to the City Coun- 


cll and the Board of Public lUtili- 
ties regarding the asserted violation 
of the board's recent order that the 
street railway companies must not 
turn back cars before the end of 
the line is reached, except in cases 
of extreme emergency. A commun!- 
cation read to the City Council yes- 
terday complains that the Los An- 


geles Railway is regularly turning 
back cars on the Pico-street line 
at Vermont and Fifth avenues, 


Complaints have also been™veceived 
| that the company is maintaining a 
\regular turnback on the West 
Adams street line at Arlington 
street. The board has taken the po- 
sition that the companies are obli- 
cated to carry passengers to the 
destinations designated on the care. 


BAKER BANKRUPT. 

August Hans, a baker doing busi- 
ness at 1920 North Main street, fled 
a bankruptcy petition in the United 
States District Court yesterday, giv-

cule and the policemen of the country have 
already registered their protest against the 
tendency to make the polite ridiculous ana 
contemptible in so many ‘films. 

Reverence for religion and e=)pect for 
the law are highly essentia]) concomitanis 
ci civilization, and it is fegrettable that 
any ridicule of either should be so popular 
fér public entertainment. When one con- 
siders what a vast number of people accept 
the films and the stage as “real life” and 
form their opinions accordingly it is unfor- 
tunate that ministers of Christianity should 
be depicted as semi-imbeciles and the of- 
ficers of the law as demented madmen. It 
is, of course, dij giibly explained as in the 
cause of humor and comedy, but it shovid 
be possible to be humorous and entertain- 
ing without belittling religion and law and 
thus undermining the two bulwarks of gooé 
citizenship. f 


ELF-DETERMINATION IN CUBA. 

Self-determination in Cuba has suf- 

fered a distinct reverse. The government 
and finances of the island are badly snarled 
and, despite the influx of thirsty American 
tourists, the island is experiencing a busi- 
ness panic.. The trouble seems to have be- 
Zun with the November Presidential elec- 
tions, the result of which produced a curi- 
ous collision of faet and sentiment. On 
the face of the returns Dr. Alfredo Zayas 
‘was elected; but the sentiment of the ma- 
jority of the people seems to have favored 
Jose Migue] Gomez, the Liberal candidate, 
and the Cuban atmosphere is filled with 
charges that gross frauds were perpetrated 
by the Menocal administration, of which 
Zayas is a partisan, to secure his election. 

“Gomez or munity!” is the cry of the 
leaders of the Liberal faction. Gomez holds 
the rank of genera] in the Cuban army and 
the fighting forces of the isjand are in- 
clined to support him against the govern- 
ment. Specific charges of election frauds 
have been filed with the Supreme Court 
of Cuba. It is asserted that the Liberals 
did not get a square deal, either in the 
balloting or in counting the ballots, in th 
November election. : 

Orestes Ferrera, partisan of Gomez, has 
issued a statement to the people of Cuba 
in which he intimates strongly that mutiny 
would be a virtue if Gen. Gomez is denied 
the right to the Presidency. He asserts 
that— 

Crimes were innumerable and out- 
rages were terrible in all the cities and 
in all the Electoral Colleges, except-. 
ing where the government could easily 
conquer either by having an occasional 
majority or because the intimidations 
had borne fruit. 

Supporters of Dr. Zayas make the coun- 
ter charge that radical forces in the islands 
are trying to foment a Bolsbevist revolution 
end are uttering false charges against the 
Sovernment in order to influence public 
sentiment in their favor. Hach faction has 
appealed to the State Department at Wash- 
ington to send troops and war vessels to 
intimidate the other. 

Maj.-Gen. Crowder has been sent to Cuba 
by the State Department to investigate and 
report on the political conditions; 
representative of the Treasury Department 
is now there for the purpose of formulating 
a report concerning the financial situation. 
Gambling in sugar seeMs to have occa- 
sioned the financial collapse. When sugar 
was selling around 25 cents a pound the 
banks of Cuba loaned several millions of 
dollars on sugar stocks at a valuation of 
18 cents a pound. The collapse of the su- 
gar pool caused a run on three of the larg- 
est banking institutions on the island. In 
order to prevent suspension the govern- 
ment declared a moratorium, which will be 
in effect until February 1 and may be con- 
tinued. As this extends to all banks, it has 
interfered seriously with the finances of 
the State. It is said to be causing losses 
of several million@to American financiers 
with investments in Cuba. 

Gen. Crowder was stlected by President 
Wilson to make the political report by rea- 
son of his familiarity with Cuban politics. 
Gen. Crowder drafted the general election 
laws of Cuba, as well as the act of Con- 
gress which empowers the United States 
government to intervdne, if necessary, to 
insure a fair and open Presidential elec- 
tion. The November election was held 
after a proclamation by the American Min- 
ister in Havana on August 30 calling upon 
the Cubans to hold a valid election. 

But the Cubams appear to have used the 
Crowder law as a kind of cloak to conceal 
dishonest practices. It is charged that 
in many districts the negroes were driven 
from the polls by armed mobs and that in 
other districts the ballot boxes were opened 
and the Gomez ballots were destroyed be- 
fore the counting began. 

The Cuban politicians appear to have re- 
jected the best from the election practices 
of our country and clung to the worst. 
They followed the methods of Tammany 
Hall and of the Democratic white minority 
in some of the.Southern States. ‘ 

If the Cubans were left to themselves 
civil war would soon be raging in the is- 
land. Each side threatens an appeal to 
arms; but, curiously enough, they are re- 
strained from overt acts by a wholesome 
fear, not of American troops, but of prohi- 
bition. The opinion has gained credence 
in the island that if this country intervenes 
it will enforce the Eighteenth Amendment 
in Cuba. What a paradox! The Light- 
eenth Amendment is considered a greater 
menace than armed intervention. 

It is not likely that the representatives 


.of the present administration will do more 


than investigate and report. The Presi- 


dent will undoubtedly pass the Cuban snarls 


along to his successor. When in doubt 
about what the present administration will 
do it is always safe to bet that it will not 
do anything. 

Perhaps this country has been feeding 
self-determination to the Cubans in too 
heavy doses. Cuba is in the condition of 
a diabetic, suffering from too much sugar 
in the system. If there had been no war 
speculation in sugar there would have been 
no financial panic and business stagnation. 
According to the financial reports, state 
money in the amount of $60,000,000 was 
en deposit with the banks now in the hands 
of receivers. If these institutions were to 
be declared insolvent there would be a 
merry mix-up over the responsibility for 
the loss of that government money. Of- 
ficials of the present coalition govern- 
ment ware said to be involved and they 
are reported to fear indictmeats if the Go- 
fez faction, their political enemies, should 
gain control of the government. It is ap- 
parent that the United States will haye to 
watch carefully both the finances and the 
morals of its brunette ward until the Cu- 
ban voters secure an education and develop 
a character sufficient to enable them to 
govern themselves under republican insti- 
tutions.

Nicholas If refused to become a 
party to carving Russia for Germany’s ben- 
efit and his death is said to have been de- 
creed by the German high command. Count 
Mirbach, the German Ambassador at Mos- 
cow, who is said to have been intrusted 
with the arrangements for the murder of 
the royal family, was put out of the way 
by assassination, it is declared, so that he 
could never reveal the authors of the plot. 
The story is a hard one to believe, but so 
many strange things happened during the 
wir that it is not beyond the range of pos- 
sibility. 


OW PRICES. 

Testifying before the Senate Finance 
Committee Col. Wood of Philadelphia as- 
serted recently that the Department of Jus- 
tice had conducted a propaganda against 
business in general instead of exposing spe- 
cific instances of profiteering, with the re- 
sult that the profiteers had gone free, while 
a vast amount of unrest and industrial con- 
fusion had resulted. He said that the gov- 
ernment had been advocating and encour- 
aging a buyers’ strike, that the Attorney- 
General and his staff had dealt in generali- 
ties and that their misdirected campaign 
had ended in discredit attaching to all lines 
of business. 

Other witnesses testified that the result 
of the strike of the buying public had been 
to cause scores of plants to close their 
doors, throwing more than 100,000 men and 
women out of employment. According to 
the opinion of the witnesses there will be 
a brief period of lowered prices, followed 
by advances in many lines by reason of 
elackened production that will carry them 
back to the peak of 1920 prices. A strike 
of buyers can do just as much damage as 
the average industrial strike. When the 
public stops buying the wholesalers find 
their stocks increasing; they cancel orders 
Ziven to the manufacturer and the manu- 
facturer clases his plant, more often from 
compulsion than from choice; for he can 
seldom secure credit from his banker for 
goods that are going into storage. He is 


- forced to close down because he has no 


source from which to secure the money to 
fill the pay envelopes of his employees. 

A shortage in necessities of many lines 
ie now looming by reason of the failure of 
the public to make its customary purchases. 
Everyone is holding off on the purchase of 
something until prices fall. Yet, in a num- 
ber of lines, prices are at a point where they 
cannot go lower and permit profitable pro- 
duction until wages fall. The average 
manufacturer knows the destructive vio- 
lence that attends a strike and he prefers 
closing his plant to lowering wages. 

There is a double menace in the closing 
of so many agencies of production. It 
throws American workmen out of employ- 
ment and opens the American market for 
foreign-made goods. 
the textile industry is not producing one- 
half the amount of clothing necessary for 
the monthly consumption. Many of us 
have already worn our old clothes until 
they are threadbare anf we are forced to 
the necessity of making a new purchase 
to keep out of the clutches of the police. 
This o'd-clothes game has played itself out. 
But, as we return in a body to resume our 
accustomed buying, there is not half enough 
American-made goods to eco round. What 
happens? While we. purchase goods made 
by foreign labor the American workmen 
who should have made these goods will be 
standing somewhere in « bread line.

As President Wilson, sick but cour- 
ageous, is getting ready to retire from the 
Presidency it seems rather ungenerous to 
stigmatize him as “the most hated man in 
the United States.” . An Associated Press 
report attributes this description to a great 
Republican. If . the gressman is cor 
rectly reported allowance must be made 
for the fact that he spoke in the heat of 
debate. Many words are uttered at Wash- 
ington which give pain even to the orators 
when seen in cold print. President Wilson 
is not the most hated man in the land. He 
forced some shortsighted policies on the 
country during his eight-year occupancy of 
the greatest office in the world, but, taken 
all in all, he lived up to the traditions of 
the position. Of course, he made mistakes. 
He is not a superman, incapable of error, 
but a frail mortal like the rest of us. Gifted 
he must be above the average man and he 
has freely given to the world the treasures 


| of his brain. His state papers alone during 


the war insure for him fame. The writer 
of the fourteen points can never be the 
“most hated man in America,~ even though 
the points were not all pricked into the 
peace treaty.

. CRIME AND GUNS. 


BY ALMA WHITAKER. 


We read crime and talk crime as 
a daily mental diet. The news coi- 
umns, not only in this country, but 
in most “civilized” countries, are 
filled with stories of violence, rob- 
bery, murder and misery, while 
weighty editorials dissect and phi- 
losophize on, condemn and deplore 
the “crime wave” every day. The 
average citizen has almost passed 
the shock stage; “crime” has almost 
ceased to be sensational; we have 
arrived at the point where the head- 
lines and the first paragraph capture 
our interest in passing, after which 
we grunt disgustedly, sigh perhaps 
and pass on to the film news and the 


sporting section. But wherever twa: 


or three people are gathered togetlk 
er the latest crime story comes in 
for a little conversational discussion 
and we usually conclude by dismiss- 
ing it with a few caustic remarks on 
the police and some profound com- 
ments as to ble causes—and 
leave it at that. 

Yet actually we are in the throes 
of a monstrous state of affairs in 
which it is obvious that many thou- 
sands of young men have taken to 
crime as a profession, in which reb- 
bery and murder, bold-ups and out- 
rages have become a “business,” a 
recognized form of adventurous com 
merce, and every and any Citizen 
may become the day's victim. It 
is, In fact, a state of war. Authori- 
ties everyWhere are asking for more 
police, urging the institution of vigi- 
lance committees, devising severer 


methods of punishment. 


New York's Police Commissioner 
fs boasting that: “More criminals 
have been killed fleeing from police- 
men and brought in on a shutter 
since I have been commissioner than 
ever before, and there will be more 
of it.” 

New York’s chief magistrate says: 
“There is more law in a policeman’s 
club than on all the statute books. 
This sounds brutal and lawless, but 
there is a good deal of truth in it. 
When the leader of these gangs is 
beaten up by a cop and taken to the 
station in an ambulance he ifs dis- 
graced forever in the eyes of his fel- 
lows.” 

Both these gentlemen, it will be 
observed, believe in meeting vio- 
lence with violence, brutality with 
brutality, and in their minds the 
police must be superbrutes to cope 
with the debacle. 

There must surely be something 
wrong in this theory. Especially as 
it doesn’t work. After all, we do 


' prefer to think of the police as guar- 


dians and protectors, as the custo- 


“dians of safety, as enforcers of the 


law, rather than as independent in- 
truments of swift vengeance upon 

eir own initiative. It is. of course, 
easy to criticise the police, whose 
duties are obviously dangerous and 
difficult. But, at the same time, it is 
urely true that “in quietness and 
confidence lies our strength” and 
that, if our police are not superior 
in self-control, judgment and general 
ethics to the criminals they are em- 
ployed to catch, society merely has 
two factions of violence instead of 
one. 

To beat up and perhaps kill the 
few criminals that happen to get 
caught is, of course, swifter and 
more spectacular and much less trou- 
ble than catching ‘em all and met- 
ing out legal and properly defined 
punishment. After all, the most urg- 
ent necessity of the moment is that 
all criminals shal] be imbued with an 
overwhelming knowledge that they 
are going to get caught, that anyaqne 
who violates a law or commits a 
crime is bound to be brought to jus- 
tice sooner or later and will CER- 
TAINLY be punished. It is that 


fixed idea of CERTAIN'RY, of the. 


inevitable, ultimate, inexorable march 
of justice and punishment that de- 
ters wrong-doing. So long as a small 
percentage get caught and violently 
punishéd, while thousands escape, 
there is always that sense of a sport: 
ing chance, an adventurous possibil- 
ity of immunity, to tempt the 
daring into taking a risk. 

Two of the most essential reforms 
to cope with the crime wave are, 
first, that-our police should be men 
of good character themselves; sec- 
ondly, that the sale of firearms 
should be severely restricted and 
controlled. At present dangerous 
and deadly weapons are as common 
a possession as watches. Any hot- 
headed fool seems to be able to carry 
a gun with impunity, and even wom- 
en seém to regard them as a house- 
hold necessity. 

Guns have no place in civilized 
countries in peace time and it seems 
incredible that their sale should be 
permitted at all, except under the 
most @pecial and urgent circum- 
stances.

Corresponding figures showing the 
actual production for the year 19198 
were: Gold, $16,695,955; silyer. 1,- 
107,189 fine ounces; copper, 21,732,- 
lead, 3, 568.267 pounds, 
and zinc, 472,990 pounds. 

The output of metals in 1920, as 
‘compared with that of 1919, there- 
fore shows a decrease of $2,762,355 
in gold, an increase of 431,471 in 
fine oufhices in silver, a decrease of 
8,797,607 pounds in copper, an in- 
crease of 1,503,333 pounds in lead, 
and an increase of 1,099,029 pounds 
in zinc.
